A bill of this kind, if rigidly enforced, 
would undoubtedly have the tendency to pro- 
mote the cause of temperance and morality 
by restricting the sale and use of 
intoxicating liquors within reason 
able limits; by prohibiting the sale of 
liquora which are adulterated with articles 
@eleterions to health; by preventing dis- 
orderly conduct, and the outrages on the 
public peace and morality which always re- 
salt from the habitnal assemblages of 
thiever, loafers, and prostitutes in saloons ; 
and by effectually breaking up those lowest 
and worst haunts of vice; and all this with- 
out aflording opportunity ad blackmailing 
law-euite. 

In nearly all respecte, thé English bill is 
better than ours. It assumes what the pro- 
hibitionists deny, that every man has the 
right to drink liquor, and this very assump- 
tion makes thé bill ali the stronger in the 
realm of pnblic opinion. It goes as far as | 
law ean go in preventing drankenness, with- 
out interfering with the right of a man who 
can drink and keep sober,—in other words, 
restrains the folly of the drunkard as far as 
possible without interfering with the sense 
and discretion of the sober man. As this is. 
the foundation upon which all temperance 
tegnlations must be constructed to have any 
permanent effect, the English bill seems to 
us an eminentiv sensible one. * 


STRIKES IN THE KITCHEN. 
One of the most alarming features of the 
present agitation in the field of labor is the 
recent strike of servant-girls in some parts 
of Englend and Scotland, especially at 
Bonnie Dundee.“ At the latter place, the 
aristocrats of the kitchen have been holding 
frequent meetings, which have finally re- 
sulted in a strike for higher wages, fewer 
hours of work, and in remonstrances against 
the fastidiousness of employers. The Eng- 
lish and Scoteh housekeepers are in a state 
of alarm, amounting well nigh to a panic, 
and the servant-girls are worrying them to 
their utmost. Fortunately American house- 
keepers have not yet had this finishing 
touch to the miseries of servantgalism ; but 
how soon tigease may spread from Dan- 
dee to Chicago, % shallsay? It is evi- | 
dent that the ser vin. rl knows no limit te 
her capacity for WOrryit» and, if she'thinks 
she can bring on a domestic i by striking, 
she will doit, or perish in the wtempt. We 
may, therefore, with a fair show reason, 
expect Biddy to be up in arms before long.

among the moet religious and highly cuiti- 
yated nations, as well as those in the lower 
‘scale of humanity, the art of makiag some- 
thing to get drunk on has al ways been a suc- 
cess. In the current monthly report of the 
Commissioner of Agriculture, it isannounced 
that there is an immense waste of material 
in our saw-mills, where the sawdust is 
torowm away; and that it ts possibile to pro- 
dace from this dust a good article of brandy. 
It is suggested that the sawdust of pine and of 
fit timber be mixed, and that a compound 
be prepared composed of 9 parte moist saw- 
dust, 33.7 parts of water, .7 of one part of hy- 
dre-chioric acid, making 43.7 parts altogether. 
These are to be boiled under steam pressure 
UU hours, when it will be found that 19 per 
dent of the mass will be grape engar. The 
acid is to be neutralized with lime, and the 
mash supplied with yeast. After 93 hoars’ 
fermentation, a distillation of the mash will 
produce 61 quarts of brandy of 50 per cent 
strength, and free of any smell of tutpeg- 
tine. Itis claimed that in all probability 
many other woods than pine and ür will 
prove even better adapted to the production 
of brandy.

This goes along war to explain the 
unwavering constancy with which the Irish 
people have clang to their faith in all their 
vicissitudes they afterw p through. 

One great increase to to the renown of that 
ancient Ireland to which the people of Ire- 
land look back with so mach pride, took 
place ip the period between the advent 
of St. Patrick and the invasion of the 

lo-Normans. In this period, learning 
and literature were brought to a higher per- 
fection, te amore world-wide fame, than at 
any former time. 

he Christian missionaries had early 
opened schools in opposition to the Druids; 
and, as the latter wore converted to the trae 
faith, their schools were changed into Chris 
tian seminaries. As Draidism fell into dis- 
repute, these multiplied ; aod, we are in- 
formed that never were the Assyrians, the 
Babylonians, the (reeks, or Persians more 
cele brated for pre-eminence in all the liberal 
arts than the Irish were from 
the fifth to the latter end 
the ninth century. Students from all parts 
of Europe flocked to the Irish schools, the 
most celebrated of which were at Lismore, 
Armagh, Bangor, Clonfert, and (Cashel, and 
Irish scholars became famous throughout 
Europe.

NEWGATE. 


The first great instance of prison-out- 
breaking from Newgate occurred 
when the escapes of that nimble thief, Jack 
Sheppard, were fora time the talk of all 
London. On August the 30th, in that year, 
Sheppard and Biueskin were sentenced to 
death for stealing cloth from a Mr. Knee- 
bone,a draper in the Strand, who had a 
prenticed Sheppard. Nimble Jack firat broke 
off the spike froma hatch in the lodge at 
Newgate, leading from the con- 
demned hole, and by the assistance of 
heheh, ao escaped. 
atch, was coug so escap 
On being retaken at Fiachley, where he was 
hiding, the jailers threw the quick-oyed 
young thief into a strong room called the 
Cast le. handcuffed him, loaded him with a 
heavy pair of irons, and chained him to a 
stont staple in the floor. People of ali 
ranks came to see him, and all gave him 
money, but extreme care was taken thai no 
one shoald pass him a chisel or file, Oase 
quiet afternoon, when the keepers were vasy 
at the sessions, Jack went to work. He had 
y found a small nail, with which he 
could anfasten his chain from the floor, 
He then slipped off his nemgenils, aud 
then fastened up “his etiers as 
high as he could with his garters. Ia get- 
ting up the chimney, being stopped by an 
iron bar, he worked it out with a piece of 
his broken chain; with this weapon he soon 
forced his way into the Red Room over the 
Castle, and there found a large nail, which 
was in the highest degtee useful to him. 
The Red Room door had not been opened for 
seven years; but Jack wrenched off the lock 
in less than seven minutes, and got into the 
leading to the o I. To furcea 
door here, he broke a hole through 
the wall, and so pushed back the bois; 
with an fron spike from the 
chapel door he got into an entry 
between the chapel and the lower leads. Ia 
the derk, Sheppard foreéd the box of the 
lock ofthe door of this entry. The next 
door being also looked, he f that also, 
It was now 8 o'clock: he now uubolted 
another door, and got over a wall to the 
upper leads. He then boldly went back for 
his blanket, as he resolved to alight ona 
turner’s honse adjoining Newgate. He made 
the blauket fast to the wall of Newgate, and 
sliding down, dropped on the turrer’g leads 
Just as the clock struck b. He got in ata 
aarret window, and stole softiy down- 
stairg—a woman of the house hearing 
his irons clink, but thiaking it was the ont 
—and let himself out. Just after twelve he 
passed by the watch-house of St. Sepulchre, 
and going up Gray’s-ion-lane, hid himself ia 
a cow-bonse in the fields near Totteaham- 
court. The next day he bribed a shoemaker 
with twenty shillings to procare bim a 
emith’s hammer and punch, and he thea got 
rid of hisirons. A few nights after he broke 
into a pawn-broker’s shop in Drary-lane, 
stole a sword, some coats, anuil-boxes, 
rings, and watches, and rigged himself out 
in Wig, ruilled shirt, silver-hilted sword.
